drunk with ſuch a Gentleman, for it was for the goed and pro- 
pagation of the Romiſh Cauſe, that he was a Ptieſt Itkewiſe Dr, 
O:tes did affirm,and that he had ac ſeveral times repeated Mals and 
given the Sacrament to his knowledge, with many other plain 
and poſlitive circumſtances , to this he Pleaded not guilty, with 
many horrible Execrations. p 


Afterwards TJ ames Corker was brought to the Bar , his Plea | 


was that he had been once tryed with Sr. George Wakeman, and 
thar he ought not twice to be pur in danger of his Life : bur 
the Court ſatisfied him in this point , Whereas he hefore was try- 
6d as a Conſpirator, that he now was tryed as a Popiſh-prieſt, 
and then he pleaded nor guiley, at which Mr. Acttorny General 
laying open the IndiAment, the Evidence were ſworn, viz, Dr. 
Oates and Mr. Praxce who likewiſe did againſt him as againſt the 
former , affirm chat they had ſcen him Cellebrate Mals, give 
the Sacrament, and in his prieſtly Robes at Somerſet, Houſe, and 
other placgs, and was to have been a Biſhop : but he ablolute- 
ly Jenfedf that ever he had acquaintance with the Witnefles, or 


ſcarcely ſeen them before his laſt Arraignment, and in a Jeluiti- 


cal obftenancy, made many vows and execrationns endeavouring . 
to ſcandalize the. Evidence. | | |
